Always allow pleuty of mate¬ 
rial for seams when striped material Is 
used and be sure that the stripes match 
in the joining of seams.

What is the matter with the 
local women’s improvement club? 
It has had no meeting for some 
time. An organization of this 
kind is of great benefit to any city. 
A few years ago the men’s improv- 
ment club had a cleanup day in 
this city, and the streets and 
vacant lots were cleared of consid¬ 
erable rubbish. The women’s 
club at that time joined in the 
movement and aided by giving a 
splendid luncheon to the men who 
manipulated the shovel, rake and 
hoe. A woman’s improvement 
club can be ot material assistance 
to a local board of city trustees in 
various matters. The Enterprise 
would like to see the local women’s 
improvement^ club rejuvenated 
and will aid the organization allTt 
can in any progressive work jthat 
it may undertake. 


Among the transportation needs of 
the city of the most urgent is that of 
better street railroad transportation to 
the southern districts and the county 
line. 

To carry odr citizens to and from 
San Mateo county we have one electric 
railroad, one steam road and the hy¬ 
brid Ocean Shore line. The electric 
line runs on the same tracks as the 
local traffic and is, therefore, slow and 
unsatisfactory. The steam road runs 
on the same tracks as the main line 
traffic to Los Angeles and the East and 
calls for an extra street car fare in or¬ 
der to board it. Also its fares are high. 

Instead of one electric road we 
should have two or three. And in¬ 
stead of being kept down to the speed 
of local traffic in the city it should 
have a separate line by which it could 
gel out of the city at high speed, with 
few stops. 

Promise has been made that the old 
Southern Pacific line by way of Valen¬ 
cia street would be used for an electric 
road, but nothing has been done about 
it. Probably this line offers the best 
opportunity for securing rapid transit. 
Before we can get another road free 
from local street cars it will probably 
be necessary to open many new streets 
and build viaducts and subways that 
will avoid the dangers of grade cross¬ 
ings. The Ocean Shore line offers 
another opportunity to reach the coun¬ 
ty line that may be developed to a 
high degree of usefulness. 

To get the best results these lines 
should be considered together, with 
relation to the single problem. As 
they are under different ownership 
there are difficulties in the way, but 
they are not insuperable. The main 
thing is to get rapid and cheap com¬ 
munication with the territory down 
the Peninsula. With a first-class trac¬ 
tion expert, backed by the authority 
of the city, the problem can be work¬ 
ed out to get good service and lower 
fares for the people and more proli ta¬ 
ble business for the owners of (he rail¬ 
roads.—Examiner. 


For the purpose of expediting busi¬ 
ness and getting closer to its customers 
through its local representatives, the 
Southern Pacific Company has issued 
orders to many of its agents at the 
principal stations along the route giv¬ 
ing them authority to settle direct 
with consignees on ordinary loss and 
damage claims.

Much correspondence is saved and 
the delay that formerly resulted while 
the claims were being gone over in 
the general offices of the company in 
San Francisco is now eliminated. This 
move is only one of a number recent¬ 
ly inaugurated by the Southern Paci¬ 
fic Company.

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MOUNT TAMALPAIS 
MURDERJJP AGAIN 

French Slayer’s Confession May 
Have Bearing on Crime I 

Pierre Pierri, under arrest in Paris i 
on the charge of brutally murdering i 
two women of the French metropolis, 
and who told the Paris police that in 
1907 he murdered a woman in San 
Francisco at Ocean Beach, near the 
South Side Life Saving Station, is now 
the subject of the closest police in¬ 
vestigation at that place, for it is be¬ 
lieved possible that if Pierri did kill 
the woman whose body was found at 
the beach months after the crime was 
committed, it is not at all impossible 
that he also know r s something of the 
now famous Mount Tamalpais mys¬ 
tery of 1910, when the body of a wo¬ 
man was discovered on the mountain. 

The Ocean Beach murder and the 
Mount Tamalpais mystery were much 
alike in character and both the crimes 
were not dissimilar to the killing of 
the two Parisian women. 

The body of the Ocean Beach vic¬ 
tim was found on the morning of July 
21, 1907. It was nude, and the cloth¬ 
ing belonging to it was scattered about 
a considerable radius. All the evi¬ 
dence pointed to the fact that the un¬ 
fortunate woman was ruthlessly killed 
while defending her honor. In the 
Mount Tamalpais murder almost simi¬ 
lar conditions prevailed, every indica¬ 
tion showing that the murdered wo¬ 
man met her death while engaged in 
a struggle with her assailant.

Three proprietors of laundries in 
San Jose were fined $50 apiece for 
having required their women employes 
to work more than eight hours a day. 

The San Jose Supervisors have ap¬ 
pointed Mrs. Lydia S. B. Cox a mem¬ 
ber of the Election Board for a special 
election to be held March 11th, by the 
college park highway lighting district. 

Fearing that the enfranchisement of 
women would give the element of Red¬ 
wood City which favors an open-town 
policy control, the society women gath¬ 
ered in force at a mass meeting at 
Shat place to enroll themselves with 
the Good Government League. 

Harriet Loraine Fraser de Vine, in¬ 
dicted by the Alameda county Grand 
Jury on a charge of forgery, entered 
a plea of guilty to having forged a 
will of Mary Lloyd Swain, as well as 
adoption papers purporting to make 
her the daughter of that woman. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Harden Spitzer, 
widow of the late Lewis Amiss Spitzer 
of San Jose, has been appointed Coun¬ 
ty Assessor vice her husband. Mrs. 
Spitzer is the first woman in California 
to hold an important county office 
other than Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Her appointment places 
her in office until January 1, 1915. 
Her successor will be elected in No¬ 
vember, 1914. 

Notice was given at the meeting of 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors by Chairman Henry Payot of 
the Public Welfare Committee that his

INDUSTRIAL WORK AT 
THE STATE PRISONS 

Manufactories Lately Begun at 
San Quentin 


The Board of Directors of State 
Prisons which was in session as a 
parole board at San Quentin, consider¬ 
ing applications of convicts for re¬ 
lease on parole, granted twenty-three 
paroles. At a business session of the 
directors Warden John E. Hoyle re¬ 
ported that satisfactory progress was 
being made in the establishment of 
the different branches of industrial 
work in the institution. This refers 
to the shoe factory, furniture factory 
and clothing factory started in ac¬ 
cordance with the law recently enact¬ 
ed providing that the State Prisons 
may produce and manufacture any 
articles required by other State, coun¬ 
ty or city institutions. A printing shop 
has also been started and is doing the 
prison printing. These enterprises are 
in the experimental stage, and War¬ 
den Hoyle's report is the first account 
of their operation. Nearly every 
craftsman who enters the institution 
will now have work in his own line, 
and will thus be in a better position 
to fight the battle when he leaves. 
Heretofore there was only the jute 
mill, and the prisoners had no oppor¬ 
tunity to keep their grip on the indus¬ 
trial trades they had followed before 
getting into trouble. It will be of 
great help to the men who are seek¬ 
ing parole by training them in the 
useful occupations and thus assisting 
in their reformation. 

mans, or tne otner departments to be 
used jointly in case of emergency, was 
planned at a conference of the heads 
of the Police and Fire departments 
with E. A. Walcott of the Civil Service 
Commission. The first step will be the 
elimination from the Police and Fire 
departments of the physically unfit. 

Joseph Ludwig, under arrest at Pen¬ 
dleton, Or., on a charge of shooting 
Charles Silk, by whom he had been 
befriended, has been positively identi¬ 
fied as Joseph Lorey, a California ex¬ 
convict, who is wanted for breaking 
his parole. Lorey was sent up from 
Contra Costa county in 1896 to serve 
a term of twenty years following a 
conviction for murder in the second 
degree. He was paroled July 1, 1911, 
and the California authorities have 
been seeking him since September, 
1911. 

The chemical schedule to be submit¬ 
ted to the Democratic caucus of the 
House by the Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee at Washington would be disas¬ 
trous to the California olive industry. 
Though the bill provides a duty of 
three-eighths of a cent a pound on 
denatured olive oil, with which the 
California products are not in compe- 
tion, it reduces the rates on olive oil 
in bottles from 50 cents to 30 cents a 
gallon, and all other olive oil not spe 
cifically provided for by from 14 to 29 
per cent ad valorem 

After a long and strenuous session 
at the headquarters of the Chinese Six 
Companies in San Francisco, the war¬ 
ring tongs of Chinatown consented to 
suspend hostilities until March 7th, 
after which they will be again at lib¬ 
erty to kill each other. Captain 
O’Meara, representing Chief of Police 
White at the meeting, addressed the 
t.ongmen after the peace pact had been 
signed, and warned them that any at¬ 
tempt to start fighting before March 
7th would result in the police dealing 
very harshly with them. 

S. R. Timothy, the chauffeur, who 
shot and killed J. J. Moore during a 
pistol battle between the two at San 
Mateo, has applied to the State Su¬ 
preme Court for a writ of habeas cor¬ 
pus through his attorney. Timothy 
asks that the Sheriff of San Mateo 
county be required to show cause why 
he should not be released. He asks 
for freedom on the ground that no 
reasonable cause has been shown to 
warrant a magistrate to order him 
into custody, and on the further 
ground that there was no proof of a 
crime having been committed offered 
at the preliminary hearing. 

SUFFRAGISTS PLAN FIGHT 

Minnesota Governor and Prominent 
Citizens Join Movement. 

With Governor A. O. Eberhart of 
Minnesota serving as chairman of the 
advisory committee, the women of 
Minnesota have started a whirlwind 
campaign for woman suffrage. They 
have their plan of battle fully ar¬ 
ranged and report that money is con¬ 
tinuing to come to their headquarters, 
and they believe that at the next elec¬ 
tion they will win. They figure that 
the November election will determine 
their success or failure, for they are 
forcing every candidate for the Legis¬ 
lature to announce publicly whether 
or not he is in favor of woman suf¬ 
frage.

A REPUBLIC 

Nu Enthusiasm Marks Coming 
ot Republic 

After occupying the throne of China 
for nearly three centuries, the Manchu 
dynasty, represented hy the child-Ein- 
peror, Pu Yi, has abdicated. The boy 
ruler had been on tbe throne since 
November 14, 1908, when the Emperor 
Kwang-Su, his uncle, died. His father, 
Prince Chun, was appointed Regent, 
and was the chief figure in China foi 
three years. 

Three edicts were issued, the first 
proclaiming abdication; the second 
dealing with the establishment of the 
republic and the third urging the 
maintenance of peace and approving 
the conditions agreed upon by the im 
perial Premier, Yuan Shi Kai, and the 
republicans. 

The Ching Hwa Republic is the of¬ 
ficial name of the new Chinese repub¬ 
lic. Ching Hwa means Chinese. 

President Sun and his Ministers rec¬ 
ommend the election of Yuan Shi Kai 
President. 

Chinese office holders are confident 
that Yuan Shi Kai controls the polit¬ 
ical situation and believes that the 
south will accept what he offers. The 
south, however, has not yet signified 
its acceptance of the proposed coali¬ 
tion. 

The indifference of the Chinese 
masses to the form of government is 
evident in the capital. They accept 
the news of the republic without any 
demonstration, either favorable or un¬ 
favorable. There is not the slightest 
difference apparent on the streets. 
The police did not instruct the people 
to hang out flags in celebration of the 
new regime, and therefore no bunting 
was displayed.

New Material Will Be of Inestimable 
Value to the World. 

An invention that will turn the 
waste of the world into salable com¬ 
modities with illimitable commercial 
possibilities has been made by a Phil¬ 
adelphian, whose assertion that he 
can take any waste fibrous substance 
and by his secret process make of it 
a substitute for hard rubber, equal to 
and in many instances superior to \ 
hard rubber itself, is backed by elec-:

ternational note. Not only can the 
inventor make a substitute for hard 
rubber superior to it, but he can also 
make fiber, porcelain, cork and horn.

MEXICAN REBELLION 
IS SPREADING 

rispatches lidicate Disorders 
Are Far From Quelled 

The spread of the rebellion in Mex¬ 
ico is shown by dispatches. The reb¬ 
els have overrun the Laguna district 
in Coahuila and appeared in the States 
of Durango, Zacatecas and Guanajuato. 
In the south Zapatistas continue their 
campaign and in Guerrero the follow¬ 
ers of Jesus Salgado are showing re¬ 
markable activity. 

In Chihuahua Antonio Rojas and 
Braulio Hernandez continue to evade 
Government troops. On the other 
hand General Orozco has persuaded 
the rebels at Casas Grandes to quit 
lighting. In the State of Durango the 
rebel ranks have been filled for the 
most part by field hands who have 
joined in looting the haciendas on 
which they have been employed. 

In the State of Zacatecas the rebel 
outbreak is characterized, as it is in 
the south, by raiding and looting, in 
many instances the mobs committing 
their depredations to the cry of “Viva 
Zapata.” 

Realizing the danger to American 
residents in Mexico under the circu¬ 
lation of erroneous press dispatches, 
telling of proposed intervention on the 
part of the United States, the State 
Department, at Washington has issued 
another circular to its diplomatic and 
consular representatives in Mexico de¬ 
nying all “foolish stories” about Amer¬ 
ican intervention and expressing the 
good will and sincerest friendship of 
the United States Goverment for Mex¬ 
ico. 

Notwithstanding signs of continued 
disorders, the attitude of the Ameri¬ 
can Government remains precisely the 
same, and is confined to extreme 
watchfulness and preparedness for 
any emergency.

5500 pounds of silver in bars, the first 
consignment of a vast amount which 
will be required by the republic of 
China, and a large quantity of Hour 
and salt herring for the Chinese re- 
pyblican troops in Northern China. 

Ambrose Moore, the “Pennsylvania 
giant,” is dead at his home near Mount 
Carbon of kidney disease. He weighed 
525 pounds, was of unusual height and 
measured more than five feet around 
the waist. His strength was enormous, 
and he frequently carried a 400-pound 
barrel of oil on his three-foot shoulders 
without great effort. He was 40 years 
old. 

The high cost of living is to he in¬ 
vestigated by the Department of Jus¬ 
tice at Washington, to determine in 
what measure it is due to trusts or 
other combinations. Special agents 
have been instructed to observe all 
the effects of combination on prices to 
the consumer and to ascertain so far 
as possible who is making undue 
profits. 

The news of the signing by Presi¬ 
dent Taft of the proclamation admit¬ 
ting Arizona in to the Union of states 
was heralded in Bisbee by the explo¬ 
sion of forty-eight sticks of giant 
dynamite placed in a pocket in Cop¬ 
per Queen mountain. The dynamite 
was exploded by the touching of an 
electric button in a telegraph office a 
mile away. 

Martin Beck, New’ York, has refused 
to tell the salary to be paid Sarah 
Bernhardt when she comes here next 
fall for forty weeks in vaudeville on 
the Orpheum circuit, but it w’as learned 
that the French actress is to receive 
$7000 a week. Bernhardt will have 
provided for her a private railroad 
car and three attendants. The con 
tract calls for tw’elve performances a 
week. The season will net her $280,- 
000 . 

A movement has been started by 
leading Denver educators to install 
free lunch counters In the city schools 
since a recent Investigation by school 
authorities shows that many Denver 
school children are underfed and are 
suffering from a lack of proper nu¬ 
trition. The investigation has brought 
to light the fact that in many homes 
the child is given a penny with which 
to buy his lunch. At one of the very 
cheap lunch counters near the schools 
bowls of soup are served for a penny 
each.

Is on the Increase. When the whip¬ 
ping post penalty is invoked it will be 
necessary to take the cases direct to 
the Circuit courts, as it is a felony. 
Several years ago the whipping post 
was used in Oregon, but it has fallen 
into disuse recently. 


The action of Japan in giving up her 
plans for an exposition in 1917 is sig¬ 
nificant of the interest this nation has 
in the San Francisco celebration. 

L. A. Thompson of New York has 
been conferring with the department 
of concessions of the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition, with a view 
of constructing the largest and most 
novel scenic railway known, and op¬ 
erate it during the 1915 exposition. 

The financial end of the exposition 
has been well taken care of. When 
the New Orleans-San Francisco com¬ 
petition was on $7,000,000 was raised 
in San Francisco, $4,089,000 of it in 
two hours and a half. Now the State 
of California has put up $5,000,000, San 
Francisco $5,000,000 more, and by spe¬ 
cial permission of the Legislature the 
State has subscribed $3,500,000. All 
told, there is more than $20,000,000 
of California money back of the show 
this early in the game. 

Work on the Panama canal pro¬ 
gressed steadily in the month of Jan¬ 
uary, according to cable reports re¬ 
ceived at Washington by the Isthmian 
Canal Commission. With one working 
day less, the canal diggers excavated 
2,441,441 cubic yards in January, as 
against 2,439,276 the preceding month. 
The average daily output was 101,594 
cubic yards, an increase of 4025 over 
the December average. In January 
476,130 cubic yards of fill went into 
the dams, an increase of 122,235 over 
the total of preceding months. There 
was a slight falling off in the amount 
of concrete laid, the total being 107,- 
3S1 cubic yards against 110,265 laid in 
December. 


LIBEL ACTION NON-SUITED 


Judge Dismisses Case Against the Los 
Angeles Times. 

The $50,000 libel action of Captain 
J. C. Melleu against the Times-Mirror 
Company, based on a San Francisco 
(Kspatch dated May 21st last in which 
it was stated that the steam schooner 
Eureka, chartered by Mellen, was sus¬ 
pected hv Government agents of hav¬ 
ing been loaded with arms and ammu¬ 
nition for the Mexican insurrectos, 
was, In effect, non-suited by Judge 
j Wood of the Superior Court of Los 
Angeles. Judge Wood held that the 
article was not libelous per se, and 
drew a distinction between a commer¬ 
cial enterprise, such as a vessel would 
be engaged in if carrying arms and an 
organization capitalized for carrying 
contraband. The former, he held, 
would not be in violation of the neu- 
tra-ty laws, while the latter would. 
Ihe case was to have been tried be¬ 
fore a jury. Judge Wood was pro¬ 
ceeding to impanel this body when At¬ 
torney Goodwin of Hunsaker, Britt & 
| Goodwin, counsel for the Times, ob- 
1 jected to further proceeding on the 
ground that the article was not libel¬ 
ous. After argument the court sus¬ 
tained him. The plaintiff maintained 
that the head of the article, in which 
the word “filibustering” was used, 
made the publication libel.
